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Datfodils blend in with any kind of landscape, 
whether woodland, meadow, orchard, along the 
brook, on the slopes or around the lake. 


They will thrive in shady as well as sunny 
positions, are not too particular as to soil, pro- 
vided there is proper drainage and in most cases 
bone meal will sufficiently restore soil require- 
ments, but a complete fertilizer or bulb food, 
applied after flowering, will insure good bulb 
growth and large flowers. 


Narcissi have a short dormant period and 
should be planted early, from late September 
until the end of October. Depending upon the 
weather, later plantings are feasible but not advis- 
able. 


No special working of the soil is necessary, 
but the holes should be dug in such a manner 
that the soil around the bulb is loose; when exten- 
sive plantings are contemplated a grub axe is the 
best tool.

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Daffodils should be planted from 3 to 4 inches 
deep, that is, that many inches of soil on top of the 
bulb. Plant six to eight inches apart; no winter 
covering is necessary. 


The natural and informal planting of Daffodils 
in drifts is by far the most effective and requires 
little or no care. We favor the odd shaped patches, 
like little islands, using from 50 to 200 bulbs each, 
depending upon the extent of the project, one 
variety per island and sufficient contrast in color 
to create a pleasing harmony. 


If you don't quite grasp the above instruc- 
tions, or a special problem confronts you, we are 
here to assist you to the best of our ability. It is of 
vital importance to us, that the flowering results of 
our bulbs are pleasing in every way. 


In the orchard or meadow the grass must not 
be cut, until the foliage of the Daffodils is com- 
pletely dry.

We do not offer mixtures, because we believe 
them to be inferior, but above all, the effect pro- 
ducd by such a mixture does in no way compare 
to the pleasing picture of a clear color combina- 
tion of straight varieties. 


Not all varieties of Daffodils are suitable for 
naturalizing and a few which are either very early 
or very late, can only be used in such a manner, 
so as not to spoil the composition. These matters 
had best be taken up with us, when contemplating 
a natural planting of Daffodils. 


Many of the oldest standard varieties were 
eliminated in these listings, for the simple reason 
that we have numerous far superior varieties to 
choose from; nevertheless you will find such old 
favorites as John Evelyn, Franciscus Drake, Irene 
Copeland, Fortune, Firetail and Beersheba, all 
close to 30 years old, still listed.

All our Daffodils are grown in The Nether- 
lands, our associates select largest double nose 
bulbs for us, guaranteed to produce two to three 
flowers the first year; they need not be acclimated 
and, of course, are guaranteed to be true to name. 


Datfodil bulbs need plenty of air while dor- 
mant and in The Netherlands they are stored in 
lath houses to dry them and keep them dry. Once 
they are in your possession, either plant them or 
keep them cool and dry until you are ready for 
them.

Never-the-less the Cot- 
tage Tulips fit in well and are indispensible, be- 
cause of the fine yellows and soft pinks. 


So if you wish an abundance of color from 
the middle of May on and harmony of composi- 
tion, the Darwin, Cottage and Breeder Tulips are 
your best choice.

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Although there is hardly a spot in the garden 
where some type of Tulips could not be planted, 
we believe, in order to prevent unnecessary fail- 
ures, or if only just to compare notes, we do well 
to give a general outline. 


It should be understood thoroughly that 
Tulips will not be happy in damp, low spots and 
will have a hard time in exposed, wind swept posi- 
tions. Both conditions can be remedied, one by 
proper drainage, the other by screening in early 
Spring. 


If nothing else, most gardens, no matter 
how small, usually have a herbaceous border or 
foundation planting. 


The herbaceous border lends itself, better 
than any other place, for a collection of Tulips, 
planted in groups of one dozen bulbs toward the 
front, in combination with Daffodils. 


Amongst the evergreens in a foundation 
planting, Tulips may be tucked away in nooks in 
small quantities, depending upon the available 
space, or the space on either side of the front 


Now the lusty Spring is seen;

Cottage Tulips — 


These were originally found in England on the farms and 
near the cottages in rural areas, uncultivated, growing wild 
for years, until all at once they drew the attention of the fan- 
ciers. 


Their characteristics are very similar to those of the 
species, in that most varieties have pointed petals, sometimes 
recurved and many varieties have smaller flowers on shorter 
stems. Blooming at the same time as the Darwins and Breed- 
ers, they can be used very effectively, grouped in front of these 
taller types. 


Yellow was originally one of the predominant colors, but 
at the present time, due to cross hybridizing with Darwins 
and Breeders, they come in many pleasing shades and look 
more or less like them in form and _ height.

which case not too many varieties should be used 
and the colors should be bright and harmonizing. 
Pachysandra or myrtle make a good ground cover 
in this case, otherwise Pansies should be used in 
combination with the Tulips, to be followed by 
annuals. 


The formal garden requires more planting 
and material, but in simple design can be very 
beautiful, even in diminutive form. 


It is essential that each bed should be planted 
with one variety only, that the colors of the vari- 
ous varieties harmonize and that the height is the 
same, except for the center bed. 


Tulips do not mind partial shade, on the con- 
trary this protection tends to draw the stems to 
greater length and the blooms last longer. 


The Thrust is back with his old note;

We should not forget to plant a few Tulips in 
the cutting or vegetable garden, not alone for 
flowers for the house, but also to try out a few 
new varieties. 


No matter where Tulips are planted the soil 
must be dug deeply, at least a foot deep. Every 
three years a layer of two inches of well rotted 
cowmanure should be dug in, before planting, 
deep enough to keep the manure from the Tulips; 
the following two years a little lime and/or bone- 
meal, to be applied after planting and raked in.

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The depth of planting depends upon the 
depth of the soil, but from four to six inches from 
the top of the bulb to the surface works out best. 
This of course does not apply to the Botanical 
Tulips, which should only be planted about two 
inches deep. Tulips planted at greater depth may 
flower just as well, but we see no point in this 
practice. 


Although there is no question about the fact 
that, by planting closely, a more brilliant and 
spectacular effect is attained, we like to suggest 
planting Tulips from 6 to 8 inches apart, perhaps 
a little closer in the case of the Single Early 
Tulips. Never put less than 6 bulbs in one clump. 

The only right way to plant Tulips is with a 
trowel, unless you want to use your hands; see to 
it that they are all planted at the same depth, if 
you want them to bloom at an even height and 
above all, set the bulbs firmly in the soil.

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In formal gardens planting may be done by 
removing the topsoil to the proper depth and plac- 
ing the tulips at the right distance, replacing the 
soil. Under these circumstances it is also conven- 
ient to renew the topsoil every three years, forking 
the sub-soil and working in a layer of well rotted 
cowmanure. 

Wherever the Tulips are planted, proper culti- 
vation of the soil up to flowering time is absolutely 
necessary and feeding with a good bulbfood will 
intensify the color of the flowers and make for 
longer stems. 

When your Tulips arrive, keep them in a dry, 
dark and cool place, to prevent root action, which 
would be injurious to the flowering results. Top 
growth does not matter. Open all bags and do 
not stand them on a damp floor. 

In the East late planting is advisable, from the 
last week in October to the end of November, de- 
pending upon the weather. Do not plant right 
after a rain. 

Generally speaking, Tulips may be planted 
successfully as long as the ground is open. 

Experience has taught us that in general 
bulbs need no protection against winter weather 
and that often more harm is done by covering.

In order to give most types of Lilies the proper 
chance to establish themselves, so that they feel at 
home, and flower for us many years in succession, 
it is advisable to give them the protection of the 
shrubbery border or woodland. 

Incorporate peat moss to lighten heavy soils 
and fertilize with bone meal only. Never use 
manure and be very careful with chemical fertil- 
izers. 

Plant at the prescribed depth and make cer- 
tain of good drainage; envelop the bulbs in sharp 
sand. 

The right time to plant Lilies, like any other 
bulb, is, after they are dormant in the Fall. They 
are delivered to you at that time, beginning with 
Lilium Candidum in August and ending with Lil- 
ium Speciosum in November. Lilies cannot be 
dug until they are dormant and even if delivered 
as late as December, they will give a good ac- 
count of themselves.

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Iris Sibirica and Kaempferi are invaluable for 
border planting, as well as for a natural planting 
near a pond or brook. The flowers, as beautiful 
as orchids, are long lasting and very useful for 
cuting: 

They are of easy culture, growing splendidly 
in a sunny position in ordinary garden soil. 

Iris Sibirica bloom in June and the flowers are 
somewhat smaller. 

Iris Kaempferi bloom in July and produce 
flowers in a wide variety of colors, as large as 8 
inches across, a showy golden blotch towards the 
base of the petals. 

The best time to plant these Iris is in Septem- 
ber, October or in Spring. 

Herbaceous Peonies can be grown in most 
any location, even in light shade and a good 
garden soil of loomy texture, sufficiently drained, 
will do. 

Bonemeal or any available garden fertilizer 
may be used and woodashes, about a handful to 
a plant, will prove beneficial. 

The roots should be planted so that the buds 
are about two inches below the surface; too deep 
planting often prevents the plant from blooming.

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The average American garden in general and 
the perennial border in particular, can hardly do 
without Phlox which takes over, after the Spring 
flowers are gone. 


They are old fashioned favorites and with the 
many new varieties which are a great improve- 
ment in size of blooms as well as color, they are 
even more popular now. 


Prepare the soil deeply, provide proper drain- 
age and fertilize; if possible plants should be wat- 
ered in dry weather. 


You may plant in Ocober, November or in the 
Spring, ten inches apart. 


The hardy evergreen Kurume Azaleas are 
easily grown and reasonably hardy; although sun 
loving the ideal location in the North East is par- 
tial shade, fairly protected; they should have suf- 
ficient moisture at all times. Planted in groups 
along a woodland path or a brook, they make 
quite a show especially with Rhododendrons, Kal- 
mias and Andromedas for a background. 


A fair garden soil, whether stiff or sandy, can 
easily be made suitable for these Azaleas, as long 
as there is no lime present, by incorporating peat- 
moss, leafmold or muck and adding to this from 
year to year. Superphosphate, sulphate of potash 
and ammonium sulphate may be applied after 
the Azaleas are through flowering.

Bushy, vigorous, young plants with a spread of from 
8 to 10 inches $3.50, 10 to 12 inches $5.00. 
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Azaleas are easily transplanted any time of 
the year, preferably in September or Spring. Dig 
holes large enough, so that a goodly. amount of 
leafmold can be put around the ball, giving the 
fine roots a chance to start to work at once. Pack 
the soil around the roots and apply water liber- 
ally. Use a mulch of leaves or pine needles and do 
not cultivate, since the roots of Azaleas come close 
to the surface. Water thoroughly before winter 
sets in and cover with evergreen boughs. 


Hybrid French Lilacs are most popular shrubs, 
the mention of which brings memories of child- 
hood to practically everyone. They bloom at the 
same time as the May flowering Tulips and their 
soft toned, large flowers, as well as their frag- 
rance, complete the culmination of Spring. 
Lilacs require sun and an alkaline soil; use plenty 
of lime and bonemeal. They should be pruned 
immediately after flowering, if necessary and it is 
well to remove the old flowers. It takes Lilacs 2 
years to become established after transplanting 
and the first season the flowers are not as large, 
nor are they true to shade.
